Boston, Mass., Sept. 9%.—[Special.]|—Very 
little additional news is at hand concerning the 
election in Maine yesterday, but that little is 
confirmatory of the cheering announcements 
made this morning to Republicans all over the 
country. The situation is faithfully summar- 
ized in Mr. Walker Bimine’s dispatch tc Gen. 
Logan, to which may be added the statement 
that Knox County, the only county which re- 
mained in doubt this morning, has gone Re- 
publican, with the exception of the return of a 
couple of Democrats for minor offices. The 
Republicans, therefore, bave made a 
clean sweep of the State, carrying it 
by certainly not less than 17,000.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 9.—jSpecial.}— 
Secretary McPherson of the Congressional 
Committee, speaking of the result in Maine, 
today said: It is better than we hoped. Ten 
thousand is as much as I bad expected, and we 
might well have been satisfied, perhaps, with 
8,000. The victoyy is a great triumph and com- 
pliment to Mr. Blaine and cannot fall to have 
its effect in other States. The resleotion of Mr. 
Reed is also to be considered a National vic 
tory, for it was inst Sim 
cially of the whole Congressional dele- 
gation that the shafts of the Democracy 
were aimed. He had to fight ail of the 
Democratic party and part of his own, yet has 
beer elected by an increased vote. Mr. Blaine’s 
treatmeut of the prohibition question in his 
serenade speech was very skiliful and proper. 
It undoubtedly is a local issue, and as a Na- 
tional candidate he very properly declined to 
permit his canvass to be involved with it. Ido 
not see, if the Germans of the West are candid, 
bow they can justify their unfair assaults upon 
Mr. Blaine an the ground of prohibition with 
the position upon that question which he has 
taken in his speech, and all sincere temperance 
men, who are Republicans firstand temperance 
men afterwards, must approve of the course of 
Mr. Blaine. 

And now for Ohio. I think that we shall 
begin to see enthusiasm. I believe that Blaine 
and Logan both ought to visit Ohio and storm 
the castle there. We shall certainly carry the

The Evening Star, Independent, takes this 
view of the vote on the prohibition amendment 
in Maine: That the prohibition and Repub- 
lican causes are not identical iu Maine appears 
from the vote. The majority for Robie is, as 
stated, from 12,000 to 15,000, while the consti- 
tutional amendment forever prohibiting the 
sale of intoxicating liquor as a beverage is car- 
ried by over 50,000 majority.

Now, a man can get very drunk on hard cider, 
but apples are plentiful in Maine, while grapes, 
corn, and barley do not grow so well.“ 

Secretary McPherson this evening said that 
the people of this country would not need to 
look far or long for the significance of yester- 
day's election in Maine. It is all revealed 
upon the surface,“ said he, and is a prodig- 
ious and actual fact. During the canvass,’’ he 
said, vile and malicious slanders against Mr. 
Blaine had been the burden of the arguments 
put forth by the Democrats and Independents 
alike, At the polls the people 
of the State at large had an- 
swered them by voucbing for Mr. Blaine asa 
respected citizen and statesman, and his own 
town and county had attested their continucd 
confidence.in him as an upright and honorable 
neighbor and man.“ Mr. McPherson said that 
all intelligent people would regard this“ verdict 
of the vicinage as a final vindication of Mr. 
B., and further Übels upon his character would 
be useless. In regard to the probibition amend- 
ment, Mr. McPherson said he presumed the 
people of Maine would experience considera- 
ble relief from the adoption of the amendment 
as a part of the State Constitution.

Carl Schurz After Abusing Blaine 
in German Tries Tongue 
at English. 


Carter Harrison Does His Ground-and- 
Lofty Oratorical Act. at 
Decatur. — 


While Ben Butler, Instead of Falling 
Dead, Gets Off Two Political 


Speeches. 


CARL SCHURZ AT MILWAUKEE. 
HE REPEATS HIS ATTACK ON BLAINE IN EN- 
GLISH, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 9.— [Special. —Carl 
Schurz returned to this city this evening and 
spoke in English at the new West Side Turner- 
Hall. The hall is the largest in the city, and 
will accommodate about 3,500 people. As early 
as g Ok the crowd began to gather, and 
when doors were opened there was a 
treme rush of people which filled the hall! 
to its utmost capacity at once, One hundred 
seats were secured in the front part of the hall, 
and were occupied by members of the Miiwau- 
kee Democratic Ladies’ Club. Seats were re- 
served on the platform for the fifty signers to 
the reply to th® Brooklyn speech. An hour 
before the time for callmg the meeting to order 
the hall was packed. 

At ten miuutes past 8 o'cigek Mr. Schurz, 
who bad been delayed by a washout on the 
railroad this side of La Crosse, came upon the 
platform, accompanied by a number of per- 
sonal friends. At 8:15 Mr. J. P. MeGregor 
called the meeting to order. In introducing Mr. 
Schurz Mr. McGregor gave a brief history of 
the old La Crosse Railroad bond fraud, in which 
the Legislature of the State was alleged to be 
bought, and stated that in those days Mr. 
Schurz stood where he does now, in favor of 
honesty and opposed to fraud. When 
Mr. Schurz rose to speak he stated 
at the outset that he was worn out by 
speaking in the open air and travel, and craved 
their indulgence. He protested against the 
statements made in the papers tothe effect 
that last Saturday night’s mecting was a disor- 


derly affair, and said that such a charge was a 


«ross insult to the Germans of Milwaukee. In 
regard to the invitation which brought him to 
this city, he said he found che names of two 
men—the presiding officer of the meeting and 
Col. Hans B. Crocker—who with himself were 
delegates to the National Convention which 
placed Abraham Lincoln in nomination. 
In those days the greatest enthusiasm 
was created by the very term, Honest Abra- 
ham Lincoln.” [Applause.] “How is it,“ said 
Mr. Schurz, that in all the efforts to create 
enthusiasm now we never hear of Honest 
James G. Biaine?’” From this point Mr. 
Schurz went on to give an English version of 
his Brooklyn speech. In this case he did not 
allow any interruptions or questions, and the 
proceedings iacked in a great degree the inter- 
est which attached to the Saturday night meet- 
ing. The audience was good natured,was made 
up of people of all shades of political belief, and 
was fairly impartial in accord evidences 
of 1 and of displeasure, mention 
of Mr. Blaine's name was subsequently ap- 
plauded, and in several cases severe strictures 
on Blaine were received with hisses. It was 
specially noticeable that after the first outburst 
of enthusiasm atthe opening of the speech 
there was comparatively little applause. There 
were none of the strikingly interesting features 
which marked Saturday nicht's meeting, and 
long before the meeting closed the audience 
appeared to lose interest. Toward its ciose 
Mr. Schurz briefly referred to the reply to his 
Brooklyn speech, and buried ridicule upon the 
fifty gentlemen who signed it, and as 
none of them had an opportunity to reply, he 
had everything his own way. He protested to 
the very close that he is still a Republican, and 
that it is because he is a Republican, true 
to the real principles of the party, that he is 
willing to see the party,defeated in order t3 
defeat the candidate to whom he is opposed. 


A VITUPERATIVE COMPARISON — CLEVELAND 
TAS CHOICE OF EUROPE. 

Mr. Sohurz vouched for Mr) Cleveland as an 
able man, an honest man, a thinkingly bonest 
man, a brave man, and acivil-service reformer, 
and called on his hearers to vote for bim. 
Cleveland was dbeld up as the paragon of all 
imaginable virtue, and Blaine was denounced 
as the representative and participant in 
all that is corrupt 10 ~politics ana 
in public life. The close of the 
speech was a departure from the text and 
founded on parts of the Brooklyn speech. Mr. 
Schurz called attention to the manifest enmity 
of the English people toward Biaine and the 
fondness of these same people for Cleveland. 
This state of things, he said, bad been assisted 
by the fear that Blalne's election would mean 
a continuation of a high protective tariff and 
the hope that the elevation of Mr. 
Cleveland to the Presidency would mean an ap- 
proach towards free trade, But this, said Mr. 
Schurz, is not the reason. Iu Germany, which 
bas a protective tariff, we find the same feel- 
ing, and la France the same sentiment pre- 
vaila in regard to the candidates before the 
American people. The tariff, said Mr. 
Schurz, had nothing to do with this. 
It does not grow out of any desire 
on the part of the people of France, of Ger- 
many, or of England to med/ile with the affairs 
of our country. But it grows out of a wonder 
among the people of Europe that the American 
Nation sbould think of electing Blaine to the 
Presidency. Mr. Schurz closed by saying that 
the day had come when the American 
people must not only preve to themselves 
whether they would select honesty or dishonesty 
for public place; but must show to the waiting 
nations of the Old World whether honor still 
inspired our people to put men of honor in 
charge of the affairs of the Government. A 
meeting was also held on the street and ad- 
dressed by Thad Pound. Mr. Schurz will speak

The Police Force Inadequate to Suc- 
cessfully Cope with Crime. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 9.—[Speeial.}]— 
Maj. Dye, Superintendent of the police force 
for the District of Columbia, bas submitted his 
annual report of the condition of the police 
force to the District Commissioners. Maj. Dye 
finds (gat the city is very inadequately supplied 
with policemen and he considers that it is 
largely due to this cause that thieves, fences, 
and others of their class thrive so here. Com- 
paring the size of the beats and the number 
of policemen in proportion to popula- 
tion in Washington, Chicago, and New 
York, Mal. Dye concludes that the 
Chicago policeman has an average 
beat one-eighth the size of a Washington police- 
man's beat, while between New York and Wash- 
ington. the difference is even greater. The 
policemen of Chicago average one to every 
1,060 inhabitants, New York one to 490, and 
Washington one to 1,600.

President Scott of the Erlanger Sys- 
tem Asks for a Resident Executive 
Committee. 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 9.—[Special.]—The an- 
nouncement was made here this morning that 
John Scott, President of the Brianger system 
of roads, bas resigned, and Frank 8. Bond, a 
director of the Texas Pacific, has been elected 
in his stead. The reason for the change was 
stated to be the bringing of the Erlanger 
and Texas Pacific systems into a close alliance. 
The story was pronounced today at the head- 
quarters of the Erlanger roads to be without 
foundation. What President Scott has really 
done is to ask for the appointment of a resi- 
dent Executive Committee who will represent 
the London holdings. He finds that important 
questions arise upon which it is necessary for 
him to act at once—that is, before any con 
sultation can be had with London representa 
tives. This is a responsibility he does not al- 
ways like to assume, and hence the request for 
a resident board. President Scott is in New 
York. The explanation of the story of his 
resignation which is here given comes from 
Alexander McDonald, a Cincinnati member of 
the Erlanger Board.

SARATOGA MEETINGS. 


Sessions of the National Prison, the Social 
Science, and the Historical Asso- 
, ciations. 


A Paper by President Andrew D. White on 
. “Studies in General History and His- 
tory of Civilization,” 


Saratoas, N. V., Sept. 9.—(Special.}—The 
National Prison Association met at the United 
States Hotel this morniug, the Hon. R. I. 
Hayes of Ohio in the chair. The subject of 
prison labor was introduced im a paper by John 
S. Perry of Albany (the largest prison con- 
tractor in the world). Mr. Perry’s paper 
abounded with statistics. 

He was folluwed by Eugene Smith of New 
York, Recording Secretary of the Prison Asso- 
ciation of New York State. Who spoke in favor 
of the piece-price plan as being more compati- 
ble to prison discipline. 

He was followed by W. F. Spaulding, Secre- 
tary of the Prison Commissioners of Massachu 
setta, whe spoke of the piece-price plan in 
Massachusetts. 

Ex-Mayor Richard Vaux of Philadelphia had 
nothing to say except that The Song of the 
Shirt’’ had better be written Up over the Mas- 
sachusetts prisons. | 

Mrs. Johnson, the Superintendent of the 
Women’s Prison at Sherburne, Mass., explained 
the details of the institution Over which she 
presides. 

S. R. Brockway of Elmira spoke at length in 
favor of the piece price. | 

W. D. Patterson of the workhouse, Cleve- 
land, O., spoke upon the subject of labor as a 
means of reformation. 

The subject of county jails was then intro- 
duced by Gen, Ruloff Brinkerhoff of Ohio, ad- 
vocating the separation of prisoners before 
trial and the removal of all convicted prison- 
ers to houses of correction, 

At the afternoon session an informal discus- 
sion took place relative to prison labor. e 

Tonight the Prison Association and Social 
Science Association held a joint session, when 
was considered the subject of * Industrial and 
Art Education in Prisons.” It was opened by 
a paper by Prof. N. A. Wells of Syracuse Uni- 


versity. 
SOCIAL SCIENCE ASSOCIATION. 


The American Social Science Association met 
in the Department of Education today. 

Prof. W. T. Harris of Concord, Mass., read a 
paper on Study of Greek and Latin in Ameri- 
can Colleges. He advocated the study of 
these branches. They fitted the mind of the 
student to contain the problems of life and to 
weigh well the politico-cconomic principles of 
life. 

, The Secretary of this department, Mr. Talbot, 
read a report on Recent Educational Work,” 
the substance of which was that the great 
agencies of civilization, learning, and light be- 
long to each other and should be inseparable. 

“The Higher Education of Women“ was the 
subject of an essay by Miss Lumsden of Aber- 
deen, Scotland. Within the last thirty years, 
said Miss Lumsden, * the movement on behalf 
ot the higher education of women began. She 
has gained a wonderful toothold in medicine, 
in law, in the arts, and in science.“ The true 
position of the female sex in the future was 
summed up in the remark: The question of 
the position of women, social and political, 
will soon be no longer one of doubt, but will 
be regarded at its high importance.”’ . 

A discussion upon this paper followed. 

F. B. Sanborn commended the paper of Miss 
Lumsden. 

Miss Dowd of Scotland, who has established, 
in connection with Miss Lumsden, a school for 
the nigher education of girls, believed that a 
school conducted on the plan of a boys’ school 
was the best. She believed that boys should 
share more equally with their sisters the home 
duties, thus enabling the latter to devote more 
of their time to their books. 

The Rev. H. L. Waytand of Philadelphia 
thought the event of the last half of the nine- 
teenth century was the discovery of a new sex. 
He differed from Prof. Harris in the impor- 
tance to be attributed to the study of Latin 
and Greek by scholars of both sexes. He 
maintained that the study most desired was 
that which would fit scholars for practical life. 
The study of social and political economy, 
science, and arts should have the place of the 
study of Latin and Greek. 

Mr. Mowry followed in behalf of the main- 
tenance of the study of these languages. He 
conteuded that the best preparation for ecien- 
tifle study was the study of Latin and Greek. 

Tonight F. B. Sanborn, the General Secre- 
tary of the Social Science Association, formally 
submitted his annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE AMERICAN HISTORICAL 
ASSOCIATION. 


The American Historical Association was or- 
ganized here today. At the meeting called for 
the purpose Prof. Justin Winsor, librarian of 
Harvard University, was appointed Chairman, 
and Dr. H. B. Adams, of Johns Hopkins U niver- 
sity, Secretary. It was decided that an inde 
pendent Association should be formed, and 
not merely a departmenc of the American 
Social Science Asseciation. Prof. C. K. Adams 
of Michigan University, Prof. Emerton 
of Harvard, Prof. Moses Coit Tyler 
of Cornell, Dr. H. B. Adams of Johns Hopkins, 
and Messrs. Bowen and Weeden were appointed 
a committee to draft a constitution. Secretary 
Adams was directed to prepare a program of 
exercises for the association. The constitu- 
tion will be reported and the organization per- 
fected tomorrow morning. 

A PAPER BY PRESIDENT WHITE. 

President Andrew D. White of Cornell Un- 
versity read a paper before the Inchoate Asso- 
ciation on Studies in General History and 
History of Civilization.’’ Mr. White stated 
that, as a rule, cach country has special stud- 
ies in history which its scholars can conduct 
better than those of any other country can, 
but that there is a great field in the general 
history of civilization open upon equal terms 
to the historical scholars of all countries. This 
field of general, philosophical, synthetical 
study he claimed was superior to special 
analytical study, and that both should go to- 
gether. Proofs of this were adduced of 
a theoretical and practical! sort, the latter being 
an exhibit of the work in both flelds in various 
nations, and showing that tho two go together, 
and that there is no great growth of one with- 
out a corresponding growth of the other. He 
assigned the first place at present to Germany, 
both for specialand general work. He then 
took up the matter of general methods and 
tests imposed by the necessities of general 
history upon special history, showing that each 
ficid furnished tests for the other. He then 
considered the special limitations of historical 
study in America, citing a remark of an Amer- 
ican statesman that all history must be re- 
written from an American point of view, 
which, while qualifying in some respects, he 
asserted contained the germ of a truth. 

The next point was in regard to the necessity 

of general historical studies for giving breadth 
of view in American political life. He asserted 
that in the early days of the Republic such 
leaders as John Adams, Thomas Jefferson, and 
others were especially strengthened by such 
studies, that this was also the case in the 
transition period with such men as Calhoun, 
John Quincy Adams, Everett, and Webster, 
and in the recent period by the 
cases of William H. Seward and Charles 
Summer. He attributed the want of, 
broad historical views among American 
statesmen at present to certain material neces- 
sities which have ariseu since the (eil 
War, but showed that other interests were 
now arising, absolutely requiring tho 
study of American institutions and policies in 
the light of history. As to instruction in his- 
tory, he dwelt upon the fact that butfew of 
the American universities give as yet any ade- 
quate historical instruction, but that there isa 
healthful tendency toward a better state of 
things. This tendency, he asserted, isin ac- 
cordance with the development of historical 
thought in this age. In the last century lead- 
ing thinkers were philosophers; in this age as 
a rule they are historians. Stress was laid 
upon Draper's idea thatthe greatest problem 
of humanity, must be solved not by metaphysic- 
al study of the individual man, but by historic- 
al study of men in general in their historical 
connection. 
In speaking of the development of the pro- 
posed United States Historical Association, he 
expressed the hope that universities and col- 
leges would form strong centres for its infiu- 
ence, and that at its meetings, while special 
studies in American history will receive close 
attention, general studies upon the history of 
mankind and the history of civilization will 
have a section specially devoted to them. Such 
studies cannot be without a healthful influence 
upon the educational interests of the country 
on the one hand and upon the better growth of 
statesmanship on the other.

The Recent Outbreak of Pleuro-Pneu- 
monia Traced by Dr. Salmon to 
Troy, O.

Siek Cattle in Wisconsin—Foot-Rot Among In- 
diana Sheep—Hog Cholera in New 
Jersey.

Dr. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, returned yesterday to the city. He 
said that he had been tracing the source from 
which the cattle-disease had spread over the 
West. He had located it in a herd at Troy, O. 
The herd was owned by a man named Dye, who 
had been bandling a large quantity of cattle. 
He had shipped four lots West, and one of them 
had brought the epidemic into Illinois. He 
could not trace the other three. There were 
still chronic cases of disease among Dye's cat- 
tle. Dr. Saimon said he should continue to 
trace up the disease. He would make a report 
to the bureau in Washington, and a bill would 
probably be presented this winter in Congress 
to meet the exigencies of the occasion. 


PROPOSING A TEST TO THE COMMISSIONER OF 
AGRICULTURE. 


At a meeting of the Live-Stock Exchange ac 
the Stock-Yards Monday the following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 


WHEREAS, The memberscf the*Chicago Live- 
Stock Exchange have many millions of dollars u- 
vested in and depending upor the live- stock indus- 
try of the country; and 

WHEREAS, It has been declared recently by 
agents of the Department of Agriculture that con- 
tagious “pleuro-pneumonia’’ now exista to an 
alarming extent in the State yf Illinois among the 
breed of cattle known as Jerseys; and 

WHEREAS, Apparently well-authenticated re- 
ports of the existence upon the prairies and West- 
ern ranges of all the contagious diseases with 
which cattle are ever afflicted have been frequent 
for many years, and as often proven vo be utterly 
without foundation in fact, thus unsettling the 
markets and seriously depréciating the value of 
our live stock and meats at home and abroad; 
therefore, 

Resotved, That, for the purpose of determining 
beyond question whether or not the disease now 
deciared, as aforesaid, to exist among certain cat- 
tle in the State of Illinois is contagious, the Chica- 
uo Live-Stock Exchange hereby places at the dis- 
posal of the Hon. George B. Loring, Commissioner 
of Agriculture, ten head of cattle subjectto the 
following conditions only: 

1. That the said cattle shall be placed amongany 
cattle in the State of Lllinois which tl.e honorable 
Commissioner may declare to be afflicted with con- 
tagious “ pleuro-pneumonia,” and allowed to run 
and feed with the cattle 80 diseased, in the same 
manner as cattie run sed feed together oh the 
turm, for the period of three wonths, unless the 
honorable Commissioner should sooner determine 
that said cattle were in no dangérof contracting 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia from the diseased 
cattle. 

2. The Chicago Live-Stoek Nxchange shall be al- 
lowed to keep un agent of their own selection with 
the cattle, but such agent sball have no authority 
to move the said cattie or change the manner of 
their treatment. 

3. That none of the said cattle shall be slaugh- 
tered without giving the said Live-Stock Exchange 
ample opportunity to cause # post-mortem exam- 
ination to be made, and if ahy of said cattle die 
none of them shall be buried without giving the 
same notice. 

4. That the Chicago Live-Stock Exchange shall 
be allowed to again take possession of the said 
cattle at the expiration of the time of probation 
provided for in the first condition, or as many of 
them as may then be alive and free from disease. 

5. That in case none of the said cattle contract 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia during the said time 
of probation the honorable Commissioner shall 
furnish the said Live-Stock Exchange a certificate 
to that effect, and in case any of the said cattle die 
or are slaughtered on account of disease during the 
said time of probation the honorable Commissioner 
shall furnish a certificate stating the cause of their 
death, and with what, if any, disease they were 
afflicted. 

Resolved, That the entire expense of this experi- 
ment—including cust of cattle, their transportation, 
feed, and care—shall be defrayed by the Chicago 
Live-Stock Exchange. 


ANTHRAX-+FEVER. 

OsHkosH, Wis., Sept. 9,—[Special.]—A dis- 
ease know as anthrax-fever is affecting cattle 
in this vicinity. Although it is said not to be 
contagious by the veterinary surgeon, many 
animals here bave died of it. It is caused by 
the fatty condition of the animal. Some re- 
ports have gone out thal the disease was 
pleuro-pneumonia. 

AN INVESTIGATION, 

Maprison, Wis., Sept. 9.—A report having 
been circulated that cattle at Omro, Wis., were 
afflicted by pleuro-pneumonia, Gov. Rusk ap- 
pointed Dr. Adkinson, President of the Veteri- 
nary School at Milwaukee, and Prot. Henry of 
the State University to make a thorough inves- 
tigation and report. No report has been re 
ceived. The Governor is of the opinion that if 
there was anything of a very serious nature be 
would have heard by telegraph.

The entire French navy consists of fifty-eight 
ironclads, 131 unarmored screw steamers, 
thirty-nine transports, twenty paddle steam- 
ers, and fifty sailing vessels, Of these, twen- 
ty are set down as first-class ironclads. The 
three strongest of the number are the turret 
ships Devastation, Fondroyant, and Ad- 
miral Duperré, which are built alike. 
They are constructed almost entirely of 
steel, are 312 feet in length, have armor 
plates of fourteen inches, carry sixteen guns 
each, and reckon on 10,000 tons displace- 
ment. Two others, which have just been fin- 
ished and are Waiting to be launched, are 
monsters. They are ironclads of 11,300 
tons, armored with twenty-two-inch plates, 
and carry each three 100-ton guns, besides 
smaller ones, while two still larger ones are 
now building. The navy is manned by con- 
scription, and the list is officially stated as fol- 
lows: One Admiral, 26 Vice-Admirals, 
40 Rear Admirals, 109 Captal. is of first-class 
men-of-war, 208 Captains of frigates, 796 
Lieutenants, 492 ensigns, 4,000 marines, 4,500 
marine artillerists, 2,300 naval engineers, 
and 68. 700 warrant officers and men. In ad- 
dition to the naval estimates of 850,000, 000 
per annum, the sum of $6,000,000 has been 
set apart every year since 1875 for ship- 
building, 

As against this powerful fleet China can 
only show in effective vessels eight ironclads, 
recently obtained from Great Britain, and 
thirteen small gunboats, though she has 
twelve gunboats at Canton, six at Fu-Kiang, 
and nine at Shanghai. These, however, are 
of Chinese build and are of comparative 
insignificance. Leaving aside all question of 
the superiority of handling and general man- 
‘agement, China is substantially helpless on 
the water as against the powerful French 
navy. The present fleet on the coast, which 
sunk the Chinese war-vessels in the Min 
River, destroyed the arsenal and the forts, 
and reduced the forts at Kee-Lung, is proba- 
bly sufficient to cope with the Chinese fleet, 
though nota single first-class and but one 
second-class vessel took part in the Foo-Chow 
bombardment. Even the German Military 
Gazette concedes that France stands only 
second to England as a naval power, and 
adds moreover that Great Britain’s pre- 
eminence on the seas is most decidedly 
menaced by France with the completion of 
the vessels building by both States.”

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BLAINE ON PROHIBITION. 

Prohibition was not in any sense an issue in 
the Maine election. The amendment to the 
State Constitution was adopted by a majority 
of 50,000, made up of Democratic and Repub- 
liean votes in a proportion which nobody can 
exactly determine. But as the amendment 
was adopted by a majority of 50,000, and 
the Republican majority over all probably 
does not exceed 15,000, there must have been 
at least 85,000 Democrats and Greenbackers 
who voted for the amendment. This is more 
than half the entire opposition vote. In 
point of fact, many Republicans—like Mr. 
Blaine himself—did not yote for or against 
the amendment, and others voted against it. 
We do not see how such a majority could 
have been obtained for prohibition unless 
two out of every three Democrats and Green- 
backers in the State of Maine voted for 
it. There would be manifest propriety in 
such a division of the vote, inasmuch as the 
Maine law was ofiginally a Democratic 
measure and has been sustained and enforced 
by more than a majority of the Democratic 
party in that State during the last thirty-five 
years. If there is any consolation to our 
German Democratic friends in these figures 
we hope they will make the most of it. 

The amendment is simply a constitutional 
embodiment of the law of the State which 
has been in force more than thirty years. It 
was a useless piece of business to tinker the 
Constitution in this manner, for prohibition 
will be neither more nor less effective be- 
cause it is put into the State Constitution. 
But it makes no change in the existing con- 
dition of things in Maine, and it cut no figure 
whatever in the late State election. 

The Democrats have hoped that the prohi- 
bition amendment in Maine would prove very 
embarrassing to Mr. Blaine. They are con- 
stantly underestimating the Republican cauci- 
date’s courage and honesty.

If the cholera comes it cannot remain 
long nor assume alarming proportions. 

THE SPREAD OF THE PLAGUE IN ITALY. 

Rome, Sept. 9.—The official bulletin showing 
the ravages of the cholera in various portions 
of Italy the last twenty-four hours is 628 fresh 
cases and 275 deaths. The cases in Benevento 
and Salerno were refugees from Naples. In 
Naples the condition ic most harrowing.

New York, Sept. 9.—[Special.|—M. D. Mo- 
Donald, a lawyer and banker, and one of the 
most estimable eitizens of Toronto, with his 
wife and two chiidren, while en route to this 
city, were taken sick this morning on the train 
shortly after breakfasting. Their symptoms

A BANKRUPT FIRM CHARGED WITH FRAUD. 

New York, Sept. 9.—|Special. |—The firm of 
Dessar, Wise & Co., clothing manufacturers, 
of No, 452 Broadway, this city, and St. Louis, 
confessed judgment in favor of creditors to 
the amount of $48,210.18 Sept. 1. The claims 
on which the judgments are based are mainly 
on accouatot money alleged to have been 


lodned to or deposited with the firm. ‘The 
judgments have all been entered in 
the County Clerk's office, and the 


Sherif has levied on the firm's property under 
them. Messrs. A. Steiman & Co., of No. 442 
Broadway, this city, have brought suit in the 
Supreme Court to recover $1.777.40 owed them 
by Dessar, Wise & Co., and their attorneys— 
Messrs. Biumenstiel and Hirsch—bave pro- 
cured an attachment against whatever prop- 
erty of the defendant firm may be 
found. A. Steiman & Co. charge that Des 
sur, Wise & Co., have been guilty of fraud. 
In bis affidavit Mr. Abraham Steiman says that 
the defendants represented to the Mercantile 
Agencies in January last that they had a sur- 
plus of $190,000, and Feb. 24 that their surplus 
wus $163,000, the value of their stock $280,000. 
and their open accounts represented $206,000. 
Only four weeks ago, he says, Adolph Dessar 


stated that his firm was able to pay 
every dollar it owed, and was dong 
a good business, but was temporarily 


embarrassed by the lack of ready money. 
Since the defendants confessed the judgment 
Mr. Steiman says he has been told by Adolph 
Dessar that they had no means to pay their 
merchandise creditors; that they had assigned 
all their outstanding accounts, and that their 
stock was not sufficient to cover the Judgments 
under which it had been leviedon. He aleo 
says that be bas been informed that before

Funeral of Secretary Folger at Geneva, N. 
Y.—National and State Dignitaries 
in Attendance. 


Geneva, N. V., Sept. 9.—[Special.!—The fu- 
neral of Secretary Charles J. Folger took place 
at the First Presbyterian Church in this Village 
at 2 p’clock today. Over 10,000 people were in 
Geneva during the day. A larger number of 
prominent public officers in the Nation and 
State was never known in this section, Presi- 
dent Arthur and Secretary Frelingbuysen ar- 
rived at about 11 o'clock. Secretaries Chand- 
ler and Teller came a IKtle earlier, and Post- 
master-General Gresham came from Watkins 
at noon. Gov. Cleveland and staff ef ten per- 
sons arrived from Elmira at 11:30, and were 
met at the depot by W. J. King Jr., at 
whose home they were guests. Business, 
except at the hotels and restaurants, which 
hada thriving trade, was generally euspended 
thrdéughout Geneva. Flags floated everywhere 
at half-mast, and black goods were draped 
from fronts of business blocks and private 
resiiences. The heat was inténse during the 
day. 

Ak early as noon erowds of people began to 
moe towards the church where the services 
weib held, and hundreds elamored for admis- 
sod to the church, but, not having tickets of 
admission, which were given out by the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements during the morning, 
mahy were unable to gain access to 
the church building. Two thousand peo- 
ple ‘waited about the front of the church until 
the hour of commencing the funeral services in 
order to see the Presideutial and Gubernatorial 
parties, At promptly 2p. m.

At2:15 the casket containing the remains 
was borne into the church by eight colored 
men. On the casket was a plate bearing the 
inscription: **Charies J. Folger, born April 16, 
1818; died Sept. 4, 1884. A palm branch was 
laid upon the casket. The late Secretary's son, 
brother, sister, brother-in-law, and sister-in-law 
were the only relatives at the funeral servives. 
His two daughters were unable to go to the 
church. Their father's death prostrated them. 

The services opened with a vocal solo. The 
Rev. Dr. Morey next read the fifteenth chapter 
of Corinthians, and the Rev. Dr. Anson J. Up- 
son of Auburn Theologica) Seminary. and an 
old personal friena of the Secretary. followed 
with the sermon. It was only sixteen minutes 
long, but was of an unusually high order. 
The President was visibly affected at the speak- 
er's comments upon the late Secretary—his 
honor and rectitude in public life--and* twice 
wiped his eyes.. A short prayer was offered by 
Dr. Upson. A vocal solo. Whate'er My God 
Ordains Is Right,” was sung, and the benedio- 
tion pronounced by the Rev. D. Potter. 

The casket was carried out and placed in the 
hearse. The procession was again formed, and 
thé audience dispersed. President Arthur, the 
Cabinet, Gov. Cleveland and staff, and the 
Judges accompanied the remains to Glenwood 
Cemetery, where the burial service was read at 
the grave in the Folger family lot, and the 
botly was let down into a grave at the side of 
thé romains of the Secretary's wife, who died 
seven years ago. The procession again formed 
ani proceeded back to the village, where it 
diagpersed. 

WasnINGTON, D. C., Sept. 9.—Many officials 
have left for Geneva, N. V., to attend the 
funeral of Secretary Folger. All the depart- 
ments are closed, and business will not be re- 
sumed until tomorrow.

An evening spent with John T. Raymond can 
never be dull, for so deep and true is that 
actor's sense of humor that he infuses bis own 
Spirit of originality into phrases that are com- 
monplace and situations that are tiresome, 
His delineation of Maj.

A RAILWAY GHOST.

It began te be talked about in whispers 
around the depot, and it was said that the nicht- 
watchman was seeing ghostly faces at his win- 
dows, and that he had fired his revolver through 
the panes repeatedly without discovering that 
he ever damaged anything but glass.

CROOKED COLLECTORS. 
HOW TAREE YOUNG MEN DEFRAUDED 
EMPLOYERS, 

Titoomb & Pratt, furniture dealers at No. 383 
West Madison street, had in their employ du- 
ring 1879, 1880, and 1851 three young men who 
lived high, dressed in the hight of tashion, 
and spent money freely. Richard Buckley and 
Dave McLean were intrusted by the firm with 
many bilis to eollect—the furniture being sold 
on the monthly-payment mortgage plan—and 
Alexander Porter was bookkeeper. In the 
early part of 1882 the members of the firm dis- 
covered that their books bad been doctored, 
the faise entries reaching back many months, 
and that the shortage amounted to $7,105.

ROBBING DEPOSITORS. 
LODAL BANKS SAY IT CAN'T BE DONE WITH AN 
HONEST OR FAITHFUL EXAMINER. 


The sensational collapse of the National 
Bank of New Jersey in New Brunswick, with 
the added horror of the self-murder of both 
tho bank’s President and cashier, has attracted 
wider public notice than any of the numerous 
bank failures of recent date. Aside from the 
hotror connected with the double suicide, how- 
ever, a question of great importance to the 
business public generally arises: How is it pos- 
sible so completely to wreck a bank under the 
eyes of directors and the Government Exam- 
iner? 

* I do not see how it possibly could be done.“ 
said the President of a Chicago National bank 
yesterday. The system of bank examination 
by a Government official is so well devised and 
ingures such an accurate knowledge as to any 


formed, that I can only account for such a 
wreck on the ground of dishonesty on the part 


steul has been consummated in the few months 


since the last examination was made. The 
latter theory is hardly reasonable, however, 
because any such wholsome plundering would 
be bound to attract attention. In the case of 
Chicago banks an inspection is made semi- 
annually, but not at stated periods; and we 
have no idea when one is to take place. 
William C. Oakley, the National-Bank Exam- 
iner for this district, drops in some afternoon 
near the close of banking hours, and at once 
begins his work, taking the figures on our 
balance-sheet at the close of that day’s busi- 
ness, and probably spending three days at his 
work. He first counts the cash, and can’t be 
humbugged on that. Then be goes over our 
bills receivable, writes to other banks where 
we may have money to our credit, in all cases 
where we claim to have over $10,000 so placed, 
examines our list of out-of-town notes, our 
collaterais—in fact, nothing escapes him. Mr. 
Oakley is an old bank officer, and conversant 
with the business, so that he could at once de- 
tect any attempt at fraud. There are ways, of 
course, in which the examiner may be deceived, 
but not to any extent. Far instance, out-of- 
town notes are seut away ten day, before ma- 
| turity for collection, and it would be possible 
to slide in a bogus list of these, but this could 
not be carried far without detection, for a large 
amount so turned in would awaken suspicion 
and cause investigation. Then if the exam- 
iner is easy or careless he may be lied to about 
collateral security. For instance, here is a 
note in which it is stated that certain bonds are 
held as collateral. These bonds are bulky; so 
you see here a note: Bonds in safe.“ It might 
be that an examiner would not look for these 
bonds, as is not only his right but duty. Then 
there have been cases in the East where the 


other banks hus been accepted without going 
further, when in fact that bank had overdrawn 
in every instance. An examiner may aiso be 
fooled as to the quality of paper, but only to a 
limited amount, for he is generally acquainted 
with the standing of the parties by whom the 
notes are made. So far as directors are con- 
cerned, a man who wants to gut a bank does 
not stand in dread of these men, for it is not in 
one case in ten that they look after matters; 
they trust to the glittering generalities which 
are dealt out to them by dishonest officials. It 
is the examiner who is dreaded by the conspir- 
ators, and he must necessarily be either a 
knave or a fool to allow any crooked work. 
Then National banks are now required to make 
statements direct to the Government five times 
a year, instead of quarterly as formerly, and 
the demand for a showing may me made at any 
time. Under the old law these sworn state- 
ments were made at the end of each quarter, 80 
that it was easy to prepare them without per- 
jury.“ 
“The system of Nationalbank examination 
is most excellent.“ said another National-bank 
President, and it is hard to see how fraud 
could take place under its honest interpreta- 
tion.“ The same reasons as given above were 
then enumerated, and the speaker added: 
Frequently we have been greatly benefited 
by points ae to different customers turnished 
by the examiner. He will select some man’s 
note and tell us that he has found this paper in 
every bank in the city, and perhaps in out-of- 
town institutions, and a knowledge of the ex- 
tent to which this bas been done and the 
boundaries of this man’s credit frequently 
places us on our guard. But it is the tendency 
of bank officials to speculate with the funds 
placed in their hands that is unquestionably 
the seat of the whole evil. The deadly atmos- 
phere of Wal! street extends its baleful influ- 
ence over a vast number of country banks in 
New York State and in New Jersey. There are 
the same seductive influences there in 
stocks that are brought to bear, upon 
| Chieago bank Officials by graf and 
provision gambicrs. For instance, 
a bank cashier is approached by a friend that 
claims to have the inside of a big pork or 
wheat corner, who offers the bank a fair rate 
of interest for the use of a certain amount of 
money and agrees to divide the profits of the 
deal with the cashier. Having implicit conti- 
dence in his friend's judgment, which has tre- 
quently shown itself to be accurate, and forti- 
fled by assurances that leading operators are 
buying heavily in order to force an advance in 
prices, the loan is made without security. If 
the speculation is unfortunate the amount will 
be made good if possible, nothing will be beard 
about the transaction, and for a time all will be 
well; but it a large profit is made it is certain 
to lenk out, and other cashiers or Presidents, 
as the case may be, will be influenced in the 
future by such fatal knowledge. But when 
there bas been a loss it is generally the case 
that there is at once an effort to recoup, the 
utmost recklesness takes the place of former 
| conservatism, and in a few months the bank is 
wrecked and its management dishonored, and 
| people begin to inquire as to the honesty of 
| the examiner and tue directors.“ 
am satisfied,” said another banker, it 
would be quite impossible to impose upon our 
present examiner by any such pret as 
were set up by the officers of the — — 
wick bank. The Bank Examiner here has bad 
years of good discipline and training in bank 
work, and is well qualified for his duties. This 

-is not often the case. Appointments to the 
position are generally made out of political 
favor rather than with regard to the duties im- 
posed. In my opinion the law should be 
amended 60 as to require that an appointee to 
the office of National Bank Examiner should 
possess certain qualifications, among others 
some years of honorabie service in a bank; ex- 
aminations should be more frequent than at 

present; bis duties restricted to fewer banks, 
and bis pay considerably increased.“ 


A MURDERER’'S MIND. 
DOCTORS FIND THAT JACOBSON'S MENTAL FAC- 
ULTIES ARE CLEAR. 

Isaac Jacobson, sentenced to de hung Sept. 
19, was taken yesterday afternoon from his coll 
to the private office of Jailer Folz, where a 
medical examination of bis mental condition 
was made by Drs. Bowers and Truman Miller. 
Sheriff Seth Hanchett went into the room with 
tho physicians, and the three men were cluset- 
ed with Jacobson for more than an hour. 
Jacobson was plied with numerous questions 
us to what he considered would constitute a 
crime, the course of reasoning a man goes 
through before committing an act, and the 
motives that lead to the commission of acts—to 
all of which be gave intelligent answers. It had 
been thought that through an injury to his 
skull which Jacobson received in the Crimean 
War a piece of bone was now resting upon the 
brain, causing an aberration of mind, but this 
was found to be mere fancy, as his mind was 
clear. Jacobson was annoyed and dazed when 
brought out among the physicians and report- 
ers who were in the office and did not know 
what to make of their conduct toward bim. 
He wistook the physicians for preachers and 
exclaimed: »I don't want the minister: I did 
not send for him.“ He has, however, always 
weleomed the Rev. Charlies R. Koerner, pastor 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church of the 
Holy Trinity, who has been unremitting in his 
zeal for the bodily and spiritual welfare of the 
condemned man since his sentence, Dr. Koer- 
ner was present yesterday and spoke of Jacob- 
fon kindly.

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Children’s Day Proves a Pleasing 
Feature of the Agricultural 
Show. 


Watching the Animals and Losing Their 
Parents—Yesterday’s Award 
of Premiums. 


A Glance Through the Various Depart- 
ments The Educational Exhibit 
Today's Program. 


CHILDREN’S-DAY. 
A MIGHTY OUTPOURING OF LITTLE ONES WHO 
ENJOY THEMSELVES IMMENSELY. 


From 7 o'clock yesterday morning until the 
same hour last evening vast crowds of children 
poured unceasingly through the gates of the 
State Farr Grounds at the Chicago Driving- 
Park. It was children’s-day at the fair, and 
the general free invitation of the State Board 
met with a wholesale acceptance. The thou- 
sands who arrived early in the morning de- 
parted by midday, and those arriving iate 
staid until evening, so that there was a con- 
stant inpour and outpour during the middle 
hours of the day. It was impossible to caicu- 
late the number of children on the grounds. 
The tickets taken at the gates measured 
several bushels. Standing on the judges’ piat- 
form about 8 o'clock, when the hippodrome 
races were going on and the majority of the 
children were packed along the west side of 
the track, the vista of little faces in sight was 
something to be remembered. The road out- 
side the track was packed with children for the 
distance of at least half a mile; the grand 
stand was crowded; the west side of the centre 
field was closely lined; and the roof of every 
building on the grounds bore its share of spec- 
tators—the broiling sun notwithstanding. 
There were at least 50,000 youngsters in view. 
Added to this therewere probably 10,000 adults 
present—a surging, sweltering, sun-blistering 
mass. 


THE LIVE-STOCK SHOW. 


The forenoon was taken up with the exhibi- 
tion of prize or prize-competing horses on the 
track in front of the grand stand. Mag- 
nificent specimens of Normans, Percherons, 
Clydesdales, English draft and other horses 
were led out on the track. and the unanimous 
opinion of old horse-breeders present was that 
such a show of horses had never been equaled 
in the West. The cattle were exbibited in a 
large show-ring 250 feet in diameter in the 
centre field, a tew being examined at a time 
and then led back to their stalls to make place 
for others. Pony races took place about 1 
o'clock, and this was the first chance the chil- 
dren had to show some enthusiasm. When half 
a dozen ponies ridden by as many boys started 
off in a wild gallop, there was a sudden, 
mai rush of an overwhelming crowd of 
juveniles eager to see the race and an 
ear-splitting yell arose to high heaven. Then, 
a short time later, when a double-horse hippo- 
drome race started, cach rider being dressed 
in pink tichts and spangies and mounted stand- 
ing on two horses, the cheers and wild Indian 
war-whoops of the excited multitude of school- 
boys showed that there were some points in a 
State fair they knew how to appreciate. 

LOST LITTLE ONES. 

The number of lost children on the grounds 
had to be estimated by the hundred, The po- 
lice were kept hustling all day trying to fit 
parents with children and children with pa- 
rents, and were pretty successful. The police 
headquarters on the grounds looked like 
an infant school or a haif-orphan  asy- 
lum. Little giris who had started out 
under the care of big-girl companions 
would suddenly find themselves all alone—lost. 
Simultaneously with the discovery would come 
a torrent of tears, and then a kind-hearted old 
woman or newspaper-reporter would take the 
little one by the hand and trot her off to the 
police-station. The big companion who had 
got mixed up in the shuffle could be seen dash- 
ing frantically in all directions, and then she 
too would be captured.and brought to the sta- 
tion. Then a giad embrace, and tears, and 
joy, and a bee-line for the nearest popcorn 
stand. One unsentimental parent who discov- 
ered her straying offspring—a long-haired, 
freckle-faced, pug-nosed imp of about -in 
the police-station, wasted no tears or em- 
braces on the discovery. She caught him 
by the forelock with due band and the bosom 
of the pants with thé other, and laying bim 
across her knee set her right arm to work like 
a steam pump-handle. There were tears, but 
it was not the parent that shed them. At 6 
o'clock there were only about a dozen children 
in the station, and it may be presumed all 
these were safely disposed of before the even- 
ing was over. If there are not some accidents 
to record it will be next door to a miracle. The 
number of little children out without caretak- 
ers was extruordinary. What school are you 
at?“ „Wentworth avenue.’ Is your teach- 
er here?“ No, sir.“ Who came with you?“ 
Nobody, sir; nobody but me and Jimmie.“ 
This was a chat between a TRIBUNE reporter 
and a little girl about 7 years old, Jimmie 
bemg a youth of about 5. 

PRETTY SCHOOLMA’ AMS. 

The show of schoolma' ams was exceedingly 
oreditable to both city and State. They were 
nearly all young and pretty, and though a few 
were rather vicious and learned looking and 
wore gold-rimmed spectacies, they were much 
more umiable than a casual observer would 
imagine. They all seemed to enjoy the fair as 
well as their young charges. Whether riding 
on à merry-go-round or listening to Mr. Punch’s 
inquiry of Why did I marri-e-e?”’ in the mu- 
seum, or merrily simulating intoxication over 
a bottle of pop at the lunch-counter, or pound- 
ing the old piano in the art hall, or getting out- 
side of aquartof pink pop-corn and a bag of 
peanuts, the schoolma’am was always in a 
state of smiling enjoyment. 

OTHER POINTS. 

The Burlington track was well patronized all 
day, and enough traing were kept running to 
prevent any crowding. All the available cars 
of the West Side Company were put on the 
Madison street car-line, but even this was not 
half enough for the number of people waiting. 
The crowding in the evening was terrific—iittie, 
close cars being packed with about fifty to sixty 
children each, where to breathe was difficult, 
and to turn round was an actua! impossibility. 

The working machinery was all in place yes- 
terday and everything in perfect order. Most 
of the machinery is kept in constant motion, 
the exhibiters having each his own steam power 
where power is wanted. The display of bar- 
vesters and binders is especially extensive. 
Fancy exhibits, such as silver-mounted plows 
or gold-plated model reapers are quite numer 
ous and attract much attention. 

The cash receipts for yesterday, the Treas- 
urer said last evening, were nearly $1,000 over 
those of last year. It is expected that the big 
crowds from the country will begin pouring in 
today. 


THE DEPARTMENTS. 
THE POULTRY PENS. 

Though it is out of the usual order in making 
mention of those things which pertain to State 
Fairs, it is but just to say that the centre of in- 
terest yesterday was the poultry show. Thither 
were attracted nearly all the women and girls, 
outside of poultry fanciers, who love to look 
upon what is said to be one of the finest collec- 
uons of poultry ever made in the United States. 
John Griffith, the superintendent of that de- 
partment, was loud in his praises, and 
there was not one who doubted the 
fact, as be bad stated, that it beat 
all and. every collection of poultry made here 
ar elsewhere. There are more fowls entered 
than for the last fair, and their quality is much 
superior. This follows all the way through, 
from the ordinary barnyard fowl to the high- 
bred blooded stock. 

Ip this department J. B. Foote has what ex- 
perts say is a full class of Brahmas. They are 
Light Brahmas, and are about the finest Asiatics 
that can be found in America. The Leghorns 
are represented in the coop by P. A. Boutelie, 
and geese by E. E. Kinecott. The many vari- 
eties of fowls were named on the program, but 
though there were thousands of people who 
saw and admired the birds there were but few 
who could tell one from the other. Still. the 
roosters crowed, children were amused, grown 
people interested, and fanciers of poultry de- 
lighted. The display is so much larger than 
was expected that rows of additional tables 
have been put on the east side of the poultry 
hall. Nearly all have been filled, and the crowd 
that gathered around them yesterday was well 
worth seeing. Expressions of opinion were 
many, but there was always the aged woman 
who decried the fat hen as being too fat. She 
was followed by the inevitabie boarder who 
came along and cursed his luck because his 
chicken dead did not show the plumpness 80 
temptingly set forth in the feather anima! ex- 
hibited in his pen. 

THE MACHINES. 

The machinery ment is a wonder,

Its 
wheels are of solid wood, hewn, as it almost 
seems, by a jackknifo, so rude are they. The 
body of the wagon is on the same plan, and 
that which about the vehicle has needed fasten- 
ing has been done not by nails but by strips of 
hide. There are hundreds who look at it, but 
it takes one man's time to tell that it came 
from México and that it represents the mode 
of locomotion in that country. 

Studebaker Bros. have alsoalarge exhibit, 
the specialty being farm wagong, though near- 
ly all sorts of vehicles are shown. ‘They are 
followed by the Moline Wagon Company and 
the Racine Wagon & Carriage Company. They 
do not represent all the companies which man- 
ufacture wagons or other vehieles, for there 
are a number of other firms who show the 
same line of goods.

In the loug-wool class Cotswolds are shown 
by Abner Strong and Thomas Morgan, it being 
the heaviest exhibit of that kind of sheep ever 
held in America. The Lincolns are the last in

EDUCATION. 

Allan C. Rush is me Superintendent of Class 
L. Educational Department. ‘The interest in 
this department this year is very encouraging. 
More than twice the amount of echool work bas 
been received than was sent ſu one year ago. 
That from Oakland, Lake View, Austin, Beile- 
ville, and Springfield deserves special mention, 
while among the finest showings in bookkeep- 
ing end handwriting is that of St. Patrick's 
Commercial Academy, which is conducted un- 
der the auspices of the Christian Brothers. 
Some very fine work is entered by the Sibley, 
Ford County, schools. Tne work of the county 
schools is also very creditable to both pupils 
and teachers, the papers from St. Clair County 
attracting particuiar attention. Pencil draw- 
ings from the Oak Park schools Sy pupils from 
the third to the eighth grades exhibit faithful 
application on the part of the pupils and are 
an ornament to the wails of the department.

The pipe water had run out 
by o'clock, and the Park Commissioners had 
refused to allow water to be taken 
from Garfield Park until after 6 o'clock, but 
water had been eventually obtained after three 
hours’ delay. A great deal of suffering had been 
caused by thirst, both among school children 
and animals. The board appointed a com- 
mittee to see that a proper supply of water 
should be on the grounds during the remainder 
of the fair. The other business was of no pub- 
lic importance.

INTERLOCKING SWITOH. 


To Be Operated on the Burlington 
Road This Week—Description of the 
Towers, Switches, and Locks, 
Sunday the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 

Railroad will put into operation on ita tracks in 

this city, from Canal street to a point 1,200 feet 

beyond Waod street, the interlocking system, 
consisting of a method of signaling and ewitch- 
ing which has been in use on Eastern roads in 

a number of places, but is entirely new in the 

West. The system is found in its highest 

state of development at the Grand Central De- 

pot in New: York City, where 156 tracks, cross- 


ing and tatermingling with each other like a 
labyrinth, are all controlled by two men who 
direct thé action of every train entering into 
their territory. : 
Three towers have been built at Jobnson, 
Throop, and Wood streets, from which ail the 
switches and signals on the main tracks of the 
road within that territory and for a considera- 
bie distance beyond are operated, a man su- 
tioned in each tower coutroliing bis section by 
a dozen or more levers. The section east of 
Johnson street will for the present be 
worked by what is known as the ground ma- 
chine. Midway between Throop and Wood 
streets is also one of these ground machines, 
and another is placed 1,200 feet beyond the 
Wood street tower. The operators, comforta- 
bly noused in the towers, overlook the yard for 
the entire distance under their control. From 
the towers run all the pipes and wires which 
work the signals and move the switches. The 
operatcr combines the duties of switchman, 
train-man, and train-dispatcher, and prepares 
the track for trains moving in either direction. 
For instance, when a train is approaching 
Wood street and arrives at the most distant 
signal. the engineer, if be finds that the correct 
sign is given for a clear track, knows with 
absolute certainty that he can expect to find 
exactly what has been indicated so far as t 
section controlled from the Wood street’ tower 
is concerned, and be therefore has the right to 
run through at any rate of speed he may wish. 
More than this, the momenta point within fitty 
feet of the distant signal is reached, 
the operator cannot change his mind and shift 
the signals or the track, for the matter has 
passed entirely beyond bis control. If a train 
is going upon a siding or freight track, where 
o high rate of speed cannot be maintained, a 
caution signal is displayed. The engineer 
brings the train under control until the home 
signal not only tells him to go ahead, but indi- 
cates whivh track he is to take. A pecdliar 
and interesting feature is, that electricity gov- 
erns the operator. Without the electric cur- 
rent it would be possible for bim to set the sig- 
nals right, and then conclude to change. But 
with it he finds that the switches are locked 
like vises and can only be changed whey the 
train has passed a given point. ' 
The switches are worked through hdlow 
pipes, serewed, riveted, and plugged in the 
firmest possible manner. The movement 
to a switch is by the ordinary belt 
cranks. Adjustable screws are furnished so 
that any track-man can readily make allowance 
for track movements. Variations in the length 
of the pipe that may be caused by the changes 
in temperature are made up for by what is 
known as the lazy-jack compensator, which 
is automatic and always leaves the same length 
of connection between the lever and the switch. 
The signals used are made on the 3 
plan, which is oider than the bills. Not 
clearer bas ever been devised. Each post has 
attached to it one or more semaphore bliddes, 
each representing a certain track on which a 
train can be turned. The mechanism, seif-in- 
terlocking, insures absolutely that the right 
blade shall come. The track must be set ij the 
correct way and locked there by the fa¢ing- 
points locks before the signal can be given. 
An engineer bas therefore nothing to do with 
the switches, his every movement being ton- 
trolled by a certain signal. ' 
The signals are worked by a continuous wire- 
cable, one portion pulling to all-clear positions, 
the other to all-danger positions. The cableg are 
so strongly made that breaks are rare. Should 
any occur, however, everything is so counter- 
weighted that the signal at once flies to danger, 
and caunot be pulled off until the repairs: are 
made. It is also so with the pipes—if'ione 
breaks the switch flies open, the danger-signal 
is set, and it is impossible for the. operator to 
lower it. Hydraulic compensators, simple! yet 
scientific in action, take up the variations in 
the wire caused by the different degreés of 
heat or cold. A tube is filled with giycérine 
gaged in exact proportion to the length 
of the wire, and compensates for | the 
expansion or contraction. Otherwise 
the operator would frequently be 
compelled to leave his tower and adjust the 
differences with screws, As it is, not the slight- 
est trouble is caused. , 
Three levers are necessary to make a certain 
movement. For instance, No.1 will throw a 
particuiar switch to an approaching train, No. 
2 will lock that switch, and No. 3 will hoist the 
proper signal. There is but one combination 
to do all this, hence mistakes are impossib!e. 
No. 1 cannot be released until Nos. 2 and 3 
have performed their duties, and so with all. 
The switch being closed perfectiy, an electric 
circuit is completed, and the operator at once 
knows whether the arrangement is work- 
ing all right. The various combinations 
by the different levers are posted before 
each operator, and a really complex system is 
so simplified that it is speedily understood.

Georgia. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 9.—[Special.]—Advance 
sheets of the report of the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture show the condition of tho leading crops in 
Georgia to be as follows Sept. 1: 

Cotton has fallen of four points since last 
month’s report. The condition and prospect is re- 
ported at 81 forthe State—North Georgia 84, Mid- 
dle Georgia 83, Southern Georgia 82, East Georgia 
76, and Southwest Georgia 82. The report for these 
sections last month was respectively 82, 85, 92, 83, 
and 82. The recent drouth following an ex- 
tremely wet season has checked the growth and 
caused an unusual amoun of shedding. 
Rust became general over a large part of Middle 
and pearly all of Southern e about the last 
of the month, and is mentio by many corre- 
spondents as doing damage to the crop. The dis- 
ease is rapidly spreading, and it is feared that the 
succeeding condition of the crop from this cause 
may fall much below the estimates of this month. 
The Gamage resulting from all casualties is esti- 
mated at 19 per cent. 

The corn crop on uplands is good throughout the 
State, On low bottoms the crop has been seriously 
injured by wet weather and overfiow, The average 
condition and prospect reported by correspondents 
is for the whole State 96—in North Georgia 91, 
Middle Georgia 92, Southwest Georgia 99, Bast 
Georgia 105, and Southeast Georgia 163. 

Tho rice yield for the State is 96 per cent of an 
average. Sections are as follows: Middle Georgia, 
92: Southwest Georgia, 93; Hust‘Georia, 95; and in 
Southeast Georgia, where much the largest pro- 
portional area is devoted to the crop, 104, or 4 per 
cent above an average.. 

The wheat yield, compared to an average, is: In 
North Georgia, 105; Middle Georgia, 87; South- 
west Georgia, 87; East Georgia, 89. The average 
for the State, estimated from North and Middle 
Georgia, is 96. 

The oats yield compared to an average in North 
Georgia is 68, in middie Georgia 64, in Southwest 
Georgia 68, in East Georgia 67, in Southeast 
Georgia 86, and in the State 16. 


Michigan, 

WHITEHALL, Mich., Sept. 9.—[Special.]—The 
weather during the last two weeks bas been very 
favorable for the ripening of corn, which, if warm 
weather continues, will be fully matured on every 
hand by the 20th inst. Potatoes are an immense 
crop.

September 
was only about Ile premium early, but widened to 
20 later, closing at bo, after having sold at 
56 Me. Car-lots of No. 2 and high mixed 
ranged at 5544@56c, with regular in store at 4966 
50c. There were some signs of pooling on the buy- 
ing of car-lots. The receipts here were large and 
the British markets quoted dull. The parties sup- 
posed to be at the top of the heap held aloof early, 
seeing which the crowd jumped in as sellers, espe- 
cially on the long futures, while the nearer ones 
weakened in sympathy. There was no sign 
of concentration in the trading in futures, 
except as Rumsey and Templeton were 
rather steady buyers, the latter supposed 
to be for McHenry. There was, however, 
an idea that the *‘ clique ’’ was transferring its deals 
into October, and seme of the selling of the longer 
futures was undoubtedly done by men who had 
bought them previously as hedgers against the 
shorter deal. 

Oats were active and easier. The feeling early 
was rather firm, but freesellers were developed 
under liberal receipts, Stauffer leading with 200.000 
May at 28%@29c and offering a round 100,000 bu at 
28%{c without buyers. Rawleigh disposed of con- 
siderable cash stuff, and under these sales the mar- 
ket weakened. Latera firmer feeling was estab- 
lished in sympathy with the leeding markets, and 
at the close futures were only alte lower than 
the latest prices of Monday, September being 24%c 
and May 2944c bid. Samples were active and firm- 
er for No. 2 white, which sold chiefly at 28@28\e., 
while No. 2 mixed was rather quiet and easy at 
25 2. 

Rye was easier. There was a fair inquiry for 
cash No. 2 on shipping account, but the offerings 
were liberaland buyers reduced their bids about 
Ne, to 63\4c, at which price 41 cars were soid. Fut- 
ures were neglected and Me lower, September sell- 
ing at 53%c and being offered at that at the close. 
Sample lots of rejected sold sparingly at 47@48¢e, 
being steady. 

Barley was unsettied. Cash No. 2 was wanted 
by shorts and was firm at 67e, but futures and 
samples were lower, owing to liberal receipts, un- 
favorable weather, and the fact that New York was 
weak and lower. October sold at 66e. and was of- 
fered at that, with No. 3 for hat month selling at 
480. No. 3 for November brought Ade early, but 430 
was the price at the close. Sample lots of No. 3 
sold at 45@65c, No. 4 at 30@45c, and No. 5 at 37c, 
being 3@5c lower. 

Flax was firm at $1.30, with light trading. Tim- 
othy was in moderate supply, and with an active 
inquiry on shipping account was firm at $1.37@1.38 
for prime seed. Clover continues dull and easy at 
4. 9065.00 for prime. The dry-goods market is less 
active than it would be were the weather seasona- 
ble; still there is a fair and steadily improving de- 
mand. The same applies to millinery, white goods, 
clothing, and cognate lines. In the grocery mar- 
ket there is increasing activity, and the general 
tenor of prices is firm. Sugars were again quoted 
strong. Coffees were easy. There was no 
improvement in the demand for dairy 
product, the hot weather checking the 
movement. Prices, however, were firm. Dried 
fruits, fish,and canned goods were quiet. There 
was an active and steady oil market. 
Hay was easy under liberal receipts and only a 
moderate inquiry. Hides and tallow were quiet 
and steady. Green fruits were plenty and moder- 
ately active, potatoes were dull and easy, and 
broom-corn was steady at quotations. Eggs were 
in fair demand and firm for fresh lots, which are 
held at 144%@15\c. Poultry was in liberal supply 
and easy under sow sales. Whisky was firm on 
the basis of $1.12 for the raw spirits. 

We note that a sample of No. 3 red winter wheat 
sent from this city arrived in Liverpool yesterday, 
with the request for information as to what it 
would seli for. The cabled reply said nearly un- 
salabile,’’ but named a figure which would permit 
the grain to be shipped without loss. A fair in- 
ference is that the foreign market is not quite so 
bad as it has been represented. 

** Domestic cables were much lower yesterday. 
In other words, the home weakness was severe. 

A great many bets on 75cas a price for cash 
heat were collected yesterday. We note that 
Duluth was quoted down to 700. 

A lot of about 4,000 tierces lard is reported to 
have been shipped from this city Monday, to go to 
Europe via Philadelphia. Clifton was named as 
the shipper, though some people thought Armour 
had a hand in it. 

It is now reported on good authority that the 
large receipts of grain in this city posted Monday 
morning really included a large quantity received 
Sunday. The warehousemen hired the Inspectors 
to work Sunday so as to get the grain out 
of the way of Mondays arrivals. The 
trade was misled by this action, and 
there was some loud grumbling yesterday morning 
by parties who had sold consignments under the 
impression that Monday’s postings had all been in- 
spected Saturday. They did not grumble so badly 
later in the day. Still it was generally thought 
that some notice of the change in practice should 
have been posted for the information of whom it 
might concern. 

In future the official reporters on ‘Change 
must not be spoken to.
